Documents can not be supplied by this Office free to individuals, 
nor can they be forwarded in advance of payment. 

Documents entered in this catalogue that are for sale by the 
Superintendent of Documents, Washington, D. C., are indicated 
by a star (*) preceding the price named. A dagger (+) indicates that 
application should be made to the Department, Bureau, or Division 
issuing the document, a double dagger ({) indicates that the document 
is not obtainable, and whenever additional information concerning the 
method of procuring a document seems necessary it will be found under 
the name of the Bureau. The Senate and House documents and reports 
are issued in limited editions and, unless otherwise indicated, may be 
obtained only through Members of Congress. 

In ordering a publication from the Superintendent of Documents 
give the name of the issuing Department, Bureau, or Division, and 
title. If publication is numbered give number also. Do not order by 
Library of Congress card number.

NoTES OF GENERAL INTEREST 


The Library of Congress Select list of references on the cost of living 
and prices, for which there has been considerable inquiry, is now pub- 
lished and for sale by the Superintendent of Documents at l5c. 

Newly issued numbers in the National Monetary Commission series are: 
The Bank of France in its relation to national and international credit, 
20c.; Renewal of Reichsbank charter, 30c. Sold by the Superintendent 
of Documents. 

That standard work of reference, the Statistical abstract of the United 
States, has been issued for 1909, being the 32d annual number. It is sold 
by the Superintendent of Documents at 50c. in paper, 70c. in cloth. 

Farmers’ bulletin 397 is entitled Bees. It isa title which does not need 
any qualifying words, since it treats all phases of the subject in as com- 
prehensive a manner as may well be done in a small pamphlet. Dr. 
Phillips, the bee expert, is the author. Price 5c. 

Farmers’ bulletin 406 treats its large subject, Soil conservation, in the 
clear and compact style of which its author, Professor Spillman, is a 
master. Price 5c. 

The Senate Committee on Conservation of National Resources sub- 
mitted June 11th a report (61st Congress, 2d session, Senate report 826) 
recommending the creation of a permanent commission on conservation, 
and also submitted a bill (S. 3719, which is not printed with the report) 
intended to accomplish this purpose. Unfortunately, Congress did not 
find time to act on the recommendation. 

Librarians will be interested to note that the Library of Congress has 
put into print another chapter in jts scheme of library classification, 
namely, Class J, Political science. It is a quarto of 340 pages and is sold 
by the Superintendent of Documents at 40c. 

Public health bulletin 35 discusses The relation of climate to the treat- 
ment of pulmonary tuberculosis. Sold by the Superintendent of Docu- 
ments at 5c. 

Entomology Bureau Bulletin 88, Preventive and remedial work against 
mosquitoes, by Dr. L. O. Howard, Chief of the Bureau, is a copious 
review of existing knowledge of the subject and is the precursor of a 
series which, as Dr. Howard says, will ‘“‘bring about a measurably com- 
plete consideration of these annoying and dangerous insects for North 
America.’’ He hopes to publish four more bulletins and a circular all 
relating to mosquitoes. 

The large number of botanists and botanical students who are collecting 
sets of Contributions from the national herbarium will be glad to know 
of the issue of Part 1 of volume 14, Lichens of Minnesota, by Professor 
Bruce Fink. Sold by the Superintendent of Documents at 50c. in paper. 
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Labor Bureau Bulletin 86 contains several papers of unusual impor- 
tance. One reviews the operation of the Canadian Industrial Disputes 
Act from April, 1908, to August, 1909. So much has been expected from 
this act, in the way of promoting amicable settlements between employers 
and employed, that its operation is watched with interest on both sides 
the border. It became effective March 22, 1907, and it is too soon to 
think of passing final judgment as to its value, but it has been invoked in 
many cases, and the history of these cases, as given in Bulletin 86, makes 
a chapter of some note in the great volume of labor literature. The act 
in question is not a compulsory arbitration law. It aims only to give 
each side an equal hearing before an impartial board, but does not bind 
either to accept the board’s decision. Other papers in this bulletin are 
more sensational if not more important. One is on Phosphorus poisoning 
in the match industry in the United States. It is shown that Denmark, 
France, Germany, Great Britain, Italy, Luxemburg, Holland, and 
Switzerland have prohibited the use of white phosphorus in match 
making and the importation or sale of matches containing this dangerous 
ingredient. The United States, however, still permits its use. Another 
article is List of industrial poisons—that is, of poisonous substances which 
are used in various trades and which injure the health of the workers. 
The list is long. Labor Bureau Bulletin 86, which was listed in the 
Monthly catalogue for May, 1910, page 677, is sold by the Superintendent 
of Documents at 20c. 


NEW TREATY COMPILATION 


A new and apparently very complete compilation of United States 
treaties has been prepared by Mr. William M. Malloy, under direction 
of the Committee on Foreign Relations (Senate), as authorized by Sen- 
ate resolution 252, 60th Congress, 2d session, and with the cooperation of 
the State Department. Its title in full is: Treaties, conventions, inter- 
national acts, protocols, and agreements between the United States of 
America and other Powers, 1776-1909. 

It is in 2 volumes, and includes all treaties, etc., whether now in force 
or not. Though its period is ostensibly limited to 1909, it includes the 
conventions negotiated at the 2d Hague Conference, which were not pro- 
claimed by President Taft till February 28, 1910. It includes also the 
conventions of the Central American Peace Conference, Washington, 
1907, though the United States is not a signatory party to them. 

The total number of pages in the 2 vols. is 2491. They are bound in 
buckram and sold by the Superintendent of Documents at $1.25 a vol- 
ume. But the supply for sale is very limited. This often occurs, but 
in this case it is particularly unfortunate because of the fact that hardly 
any Government documents are in greater demand by the public than 
the various compilations of treaties, hundreds of volumes of the older 
compilations having been sold and the demand continuing unabated. 
The only ‘‘extra copies” ordered of the new compilation were 500 ‘‘for 
the use of the Senate.’’ This order carried with it, automatically, the 
printing of the ‘‘usual number,’’ so that the depository libraries will 
each receive a copy, each Senator four or five, each Representative one 
or two, and the 90,000,000 of the American people two or three dozen. 
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The Superintendent of Documents has authority to reprint for sale 
documents which are in demand, and the intent was that this authority 
should be general, but under a ruling of the Comptroller it is held not 
to apply to documents ordered printed by Congress. As the new Trea- 
ties, conventions, etc., is in this class (Senate document 357, 61st Con- 
gress, 2d session) the door is thus closed to all but a few of those citizens 
who may desire copies of their country’s treaties with foreign powers. 


YEARBOOK PAPERS 


The papers written for the Yearbook of the Department of Agriculture, 
1909, have been also printed in separate pamphlets and are on sale by the 
Superintendent of Documents at 5c. each, except where a higher price is 
given, such prices being due to the presence of colored plates. Several 
of the titles are given here in brief form to illustrate the timely and 
practical character of the papers: 

Farming as occupation for city-bred men. 

Handling of deciduous fruits on Pacific Coast (10c.). 

Methods and costs of marketing. 

Plants useful to attract birds and protect fruit. 

Prevention of frost injury to fruit crops. 

Promising new fruits (30c.). 


NUMBERING DOCUMENTS IN SERIES 


Experience has established beyond question the fact that the number- 
ing of small public documents is a safeguard for their preservation as well 
as a convenience in their handling. 

In the case of Congressional publications, the numbered ones only are 
required by law to be sent to the depository libraries, and this require- 
ment compels the Documents Office to be vigilant in seeing that no 
numbers are missing when the bound volumes are made up for the deposi- 
tory shipments. The numbering also enables the libraries to know 
whether they have full or broken sets. This of course is the case as well 
with individual collectors of documents, who are becoming more and 
more numerous. Documents which are issued annually or at other fixed 
intervals may be kept in line by their dates, which serve the same purpose 
as numbers. But the numerous public documents which are issued at 
irregular intervals without serial numbers can only be classed as ‘‘fugi- 
tive’’ publications. If they reach the Documents Office they are cata- 
logued and preserved, but there are some—how many nobody knows— 
which do not reach the Documents Office, nor apparently any other place 
where record is made of them or pains taken to preserve them. In the 
closing hours of the recent session of Congress active search was afoot for 
a report on trusts which had been made only three or four years ago by a 
sub-committee of the Committee on Manufactures to the full committee. 
At the request of the Committee 10,000 copies were printed, but the 
document was not reported to the House as a report of the full Committee. 
Had this been done, it would have received a number and would have 
been preserved. As it is, not a single copy could be found when one was 
urgently wanted for special use by the Chairman of one of the most 
important House committees. Another case was that of a hearing on 
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fictitious dealing in farm products published by the Committee on Agri- 
culture in 1892, and much wanted by the Industrial Commission of 1898- 
1902. All ‘‘hearings” are “‘fugitive’” publications, and after a long 
search but a single copy of the one in question was found, that being the 
copy in the Documents Office. An instance even more striking is that 
of the Journal of the Joint Committee on Reconstruction, a document of 
much historical interest, this Committee having been the one which 
formulated the 14th amendment to the Constitution. The Committee 
dissolved in 1867, but its Journal was not printed until 1884, from a 
manuscript copy which had belonged to Senator Fessenden of Maine, the 
chairman of the Joint Committee, who died in 1869. Six thousand copies 
were printed, but so far as known the only one in existence is the copy 
in the Documents Office. Vigorous searches have been made for other 
copies, but without avail. Columbia University has a manuscript copy, 
for which it paid $35 and which has been compared with the printed 
copy and found to be identical in all important respects. A typewritten 
copy has been made from the only printed copy for the Library of Har- 
vard University. 

The moral seems to be that there should not be any ‘‘fugitive”’ publi- 
cations. There is no apparent reason why the committees of Congress 
should not have their ‘“‘hearings”’ printed in numbered series nor why 
these publications should not be sent to the libraries for preservation as 
other public documents are sent. 


NEW MEDICAL PUBLICATIONS 


In the April number of the Monthly catalogue mention was made of 
the fact that 15 manuscripts of the Public Health and Marine-Hospital 
Service were delayed in publication for lack of an appropriation to pay 
for printing. This condition has been relieved and publication is being 
actively pushed. Hygienic Laboratory Bulletins 62-69 are already 
announced as in proof and their publication will promptly follow. The 
Service authorizes the following announcements as to the contents of 
the new bulletins. They will be on sale by the Superintendent of Docu- 
ments at prices to be given hereafter. 

Bulletin 62, by Ch. Wardell Stiles, is on the taxonomic value of the 
microscopic structure of the stigmal plates in the tick genus Dermacentor. 
There has been considerable difficulty in distinguishing between the 
various species of ticks, owing to the fact that it has been hard to find 
good anatomical characters for differential diagnosis. Dr. Stiles has now 
found that the microscopical structure of the plate surrounding the pores 
hrough which these animals breathe is an exceedingly valuable character, 
which makes possible an immediate differentiation of a number of these 
forms. The practical importance of distinguishing between the different 
species of ticks becomes evident when it is recalled that various species 
act as transmitters of disease. 

Bulletin 63, by Murray Galt Motter and Martin I. Wilbert, is a third 
digest of comments on the Pharmacopeeia of the United States of America 
(8th decennial revision) and the National Formulary (3d edition) for the 
calendar year ending December 31, 1907. It embraces the literature for 
1907, the first year after the enactment of the pure food and drugs act, 
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and contains references of special interest because of the approaching 
revision of the Pharmacopeeia. 

Bulletin 64, by John F. Anderson and W. H. Frost, is made up of studies 
upon anaphylaxis with special reference to the antibodies concerned. 
It is the fifth publication from the laboratory upon anaphylaxis, which, 
it is now recognized, has a most important relation to the fundamental 
processes of immunity and resistance to disease. As a result of these 
studies the authors believe it is possible to utilize the characteristic 
phenomena for medico-legal purposes in the detection and identification 
of bloodstains and also as a means for the differentiation of various pro- 
teids. In their conclusion they state as a result their belief that anaphy- 
laxis is a step toward immunity, which may be conceived as an increased 
capacity for safely and rapidly eliminating the foreign proteid, and is 
remarkable among immunity reactions in the fact that the stage of hyper- 
susceptibility is strikingly constant, well defined, and of long duration. 

Bulletin 65, by A. M. Stimson, contains a resumé of our present knowl- 
edge concerning rabies and a discussion of the important problems con- 
fronting its students. 

Bulletin 66 is a group of four papers: 1. The influence of age and tem- 
perature on the potency of diphtheria antitoxin; 2. An organism (Pseudo- 
monas protea) isolated from water, agglutinated by the serum of typhoid 
fever patients; 3. Some considerations on colorimetry, and a new colori- 
meter; 4. A gas generator, in four forms, for laboratory and technical use. 
It is stated that diphtheria antitoxin, when placed upon the market for 
sale and there kept under unknown conditions as regards temperature, 
should not be labeled with a return date longer than two years and should 
contain an excess of at least 33 per cent to allow for decrease in potency. 

Bulletin 67, by Atherton Seidell, is on the solubilities of the phar- 
macopeeial organic acids and their salts, the conclusion being that in no 
case is it possible to predict from the solubility of the substance in water 
and alcohol separately what it will be in any mixture of these two solvents. 

Bulletin 68, by Worth Hale, is on the bleaching of flour and the effect 
of nitrites on certain medicinal substances. A short resumé of the 
divergent views regarding artificial bleaching is given. Certain chemical 
and physiological experiments are recorded, showing that a deleterious 
action appears to result from bleaching because of the lessened digesti- 
bility of the gluten of the flour and possibly also because of the presence 
of definitely toxic substances, although these are present in only minute 
quantities. Also the bleaching process may produce harmful results on 
account of the presence in flour bleached by such processes of small 
amounts of the nitrites. 

Bulletin 69, by Reid Hunt, treats of the effects of a limited diet and of 
various diets upon the resistance to certain poisons. A number of 
experiments were performed with cornmeal, preliminary to a fuller inves- 
tigation of this food as possibly being involved in pellagra. It was shown 
that the resistance of animals to certain poisons is markedly influenced 
by articles of food which enter largely into the daily diet of man; some of 
these effects can be traced definitely to an influence upon the thyroid 
gland. The experiments show how undesirable effects of some foods 
may be compensated for by others. 
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RURAL DELIVERY COUNTY MAPS 


Since Feb. 1908, the Topography Division of the United States Post- 
Office Department has been preparing maps of those counties in which 
the rural delivery postal system is completely established. At the date 
of this writing the number of such maps that have been prepared is 423, 
of which 2 are for counties in Alabama, 1 in Arkansas, 3 in Connecticut, 
19 in Georgia, 38 in Illinois, 46 in Indiana, 54 in Iowa, 43 in Kansas, 1 in 
Maine, 4 in Maryland, 13 in Michigan, 35 in Minnesota, 38 in Missouri, 
16 in Nebraska, 11 in New York, 1 in North Carolina, 29 in Ohio, 1 in 
Oklahoma, 7 in Pennsylvania, 8 in South Carolina, 13 in South Dakota, 
11 in Tennessee, 4 in Texas, 2 in Virginia, 2 in West Virginia, and 21 in 
Wisconsin. 

The county maps are on the uniform scale of an inch toa mile. They 
afe drawings on tracing linen, copies being produced by the sun-print 
process, and only in response to special calls. Thus no editions are 
printed in advance of the demand for them. 

Copies are sold by the Disbursing Clerk, Post-Office Department, at 


50c. each. 
LAWS OF THE RECENT SESSION 


The unusually numerous and unusually important public laws of the 
61st Congress, 2d session, which adjourned June 25, have all had their 
first printing, and the official catalogue entries of them, which have been 
made from month to month since Congress assembled last December, are 
completed in the present number. As is usually the case, the enact- 
ments, which were comparatively few in the early months of the session, 
came along thick and fast in the closing days, so that this Monthly cata- 
logue contains more entries of public laws than all the preceding month- 
lies during the recent session. 

The total number of laws passed, as announced by the Rolls and Library 
Bureau, State Department, is: Public acts,*nos. 12 to 323, including no. 
1674; public resolutions, nos. 7 to 51; private acts, nos. 2 to 170, except 
no. 60; private resolutions, nos. 1 and 2. The numbers 1 to 11, 1 to 6, 
and so forth, were passed at the Ist session. 

The first form in which the new laws are printed is known as the “slip 
laws,’’ each enactment appearing in a separate pamphlet or ‘‘slip,’’ the 
most of them being but a single leaf. This first print is edited and pub- 
lished by the Rolls and Library Bureau, comparison being carefully made 
with the “‘rolls,’’ which are the ‘‘enrolled bills,”’ or originals of the acts, 
preserved in the custody of the Rolls and Library Bureau. These ‘“‘rolls” 
are the authoritative copies of the laws. 

The slip-law prints are recognized by the courts as the true text of the 
laws during the interval between their passage and the issue of the bound 
volumes of ‘“‘session laws” or ‘‘ pamphlet laws,’’ as they are indifferently 
known. These-are issued at the close of each session of Congress, but 
indexing, supplying side-notes, etc., cause an interval of some months 
after the close of the session before the pamphlets appear. At the expi- 
ration of a Congress, the enactments of its several sessions are brought 

together in a leather-bound volume known as the Statutes at large. 
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The Rolls and Library Bureau classifies the slip laws as ‘‘ public” and 
‘‘private,’’ according to their tenor, and assigns to them their second 
series of numbers, which are not at all the same that they carried when 
they were ‘‘bills,’’ and are also quite different from the numbers they 
will receive as ‘‘chapters” when they are printed in the Pamphlet laws 
and Statutes at large, and those of them which are permanent enactments 
will have still a further numerical change when they come to their final 
form as ‘‘sections” in the Revised statutes. 

Slip laws are distributed by the Rolls and Library Bureau, State De- 
partment, and by the Senate and House document rooms at the Capitol. 
Usually the Superintendent of Documents has no supply for distribution 
by sale, but he is now able to supply the first prints of the laws of the 
recent session at the uniform price of 5 cents a copy. 

Appended is a list of the more generally important slip-law numbers, 
with titles. Popular titles, or titles made up for the purpose of convey- 
ing information, are used in this handy list, not intended for the use of 
the accurate bibliographer but rather for the busy buyer, who, we may 
add, will serve his own purpose by using the numbers in ordering copies.

ANOTHER NUMERICAL SERIES 


The Public Health and Marine-Hospital Service, which already had 
numbered series of Hygienic Laboratory bulletins and Yellow Fever 
Institute bulletins and a weekly magazine, is now in the field of medical 
and sanitary education with a series of Public health bulletins. 

In this case, as in several previous cases in other bureaus, numerous 
treatises fitting into this series had been published before the conven- 
ience, and almost necessity, of numbering them was thought of. The 
result is that the first 30 numbers do not appear on the title-pages of the 
bulletins, and remaining thus imaginary or constructive numbers are 
of no aid to would-be recipients or buyers, and of only partial aid to the 
Bureau in handling the editions. Beginning with no. 31, Transactions 
of the Seventh Annual Conference of State and Territorial Health Offi- 
cers with the United States Public Health and Marine-Hospital Service, 
the series will proceed with regularity. But why should it not have 
gone on in this commendable fashion from no. 1 instead of from no. 31? 
In this case doubtless, as in others, when the issue of ‘‘fugitive” publica- 
tions, the waifs and strays of the document world, began it was not 
foreseen how many there would be nor how troublesome it would be to 
handle them by their long and unwieldy titles alone. This experience, 
with numerous similar experiences in various branches of the public 
service, may perhaps suffice to convince the heads of bureaus generally 
of the peril of issuing ‘‘fugitive” publications. The Documents Office 
has had a long and very intimate experience with United States public 
documents and has become fully and firmly convinced that no “‘fugitive ” 
publications whatever should be issued. Though it may not be known 
that no. 1 will have any successors, it is highly probable that it will, and 
even if it should not a number on its title-page will do it no harm. If 
the highly probable successors do come along the no. 1 on the initial 
number will be the right thing in the right place.
